There/are three handsomely 
furnished card ‘rooms in it, which are 
largely patronized by the gambling 
fraternity from all sections of the 
country. No bumg oradventurers are 
tolerated, and minors are never al- 
lowed any liquors over the bar. In 
fact, the better class of our citizens can 
be found bere in the evening, whiling 
away a few pleasant hours, and during 
the day they quench their thirst at 
the 
MAGNIFICENT BAR. 


This bar 1s one of the most beauti- 
fnl in the State. The counter is about 
25 fect in length, and stands five feet 
high. It isa beauty in itself and at- 
tracts the attention of strafgers imme- 
diately. To the west of it isa large 
ice chest, in which beer, wine and rare 
liquors are kept cool all the year 
round. The top of it is piled tothe 
ceiling with sample bottles ofall the 
liquids a bon vivant could wish for.

On Wednesday last the 
revenue cutter Wolcott arrived at 
‘the Seattle (W. T.) port, having on 
board Custom Agent H. F. Beecher 
in charge of two white men and 
nine Chinamen, captured while 
crossing into the United States 
from Victoria. 
shal Hamilton was notified, and he 
took charge of the prisopers and es- 
corted them to the District Court 
room, where court was called, and 
the preliminary hearing was had 
before Chief Justice Jones. H. F. 
Beecher was the first witness called 
and testified substantially as fol- 
lows: 


I left Port Townsend on the cutter 
about 8 o’clock and started down the 
Sound on official business, and about 
10 o’clock, when near Smith’s Island, 
discovered a ship or fishing smack be- 
calmed. She was about one-half mile 
from Smith’s Island lighthouse, and, 
not liking her appearance, bore down 
— her and soon ran alongside. 

hen first discovered/with the glass 
three men appeared on deck, and, as 
we neared them, but two could be 
seen. We asked the man who ap-{ 
peared to be in command what he had 
on board and he answered promptly 
“Chinamen.’’ We boarded the vessel 
and found nine Chinese stowed away 
below deck. We brought the sloop to 
Port Townsend and came here with 
the prisoners this morning. 


What to do with the Chinamen 
isa conundrum. They cannot be 
xeturned to Victoria without the 
‘payment of a per capita tax of $50 
‘and there is no warrant for turning 
them loose on the soil of the United 
States. 


It looks as if the Panama Canal 
enterprise was doomed. While not 
»more than one-fifth of the work 
waas been done, the company has 
already expended double the orig- 
inal estimate of its cost, and the 
money on band will not last more 
than four or five months longer. 
It is now reported that the builders 
of the canal have to contend not 
nly with a sliding mountain on 
one side of the cut in the Culebra 
Division, but also with a rising bed 
in other parts ef the line. The Zn- 
gineering News has been informed 
that in the lower parts of the route 
the bottom of the ditch is continu- 
ally forced upward by the weight 
3 of the excavated material deposited 
ur on each side, so that in some places. 
‘it requires a very healthy and 
hard working dredge to hold its 
own.” |
